February 25, 1863, seems to 
have been quite a day at Hoppy 
Valley. A horse called Reindeer 
won the Ladies’ Purse, and a 
certaln Miss Pollard presented 
the purse to the winning un- 
nomed jockey, 

Miss Pollard was apparently 
ene of those women who realised 
that opportunity was knocking 
at her door, Never, in, sealing 
the social ladder, would such an 
opportunity present Itself again, 
so in makiug the presentation, 
she also made a spcech of such 
length, that the races were held 
up. : 

The polite punters found 
their sense of chivalry strained 
to unbearable limits, and the ap- 
plause that greeted Miss Pollard’s 
concluding sentence was ironival 
fn the extreme. . 

The unknown China Mail re- 
porter who covered this event, 
has left on record that as Misr 
Pollard was the daughter of onc 
of Honekong’s leading barristers, 
undonbtedly’ she inherited her 
father’s eloquence.

JUST A ‘LITTLE MAN IN A BAGGY BROWN SUIT, BUT... 


~Thousands Fought To See His 


HE whole of Moscow was agog on that bitterly 
‘cold January day just 35 years ago. By word 
of mouth the news flashed through the startled city 


like wildfire. 


__ it was January 21, 1924." Lenin — mighty, in- 
vincible, Lenin — was dead. The unkempt little 
man with the baggy brown suit who had over- 
thrown a Tsar and dominated a nation had 


breathed his’ last. 


The Russian people found it 
impossible to believe that the 
Man of Iron ~ as hiy name 
means — could have suffered 
the fnte of an ordinary mortal, 

Such had been the: {pact of 
his tremendous personality that 
he had achieved the stature of 
a god in their minds, They had 
to ree for themselves, 

First in their hundreds, then 
fn their thousands they flocked 
to sce the dead body of their 
one-time master, 

They queucd, they pushed, 
th heaved, sometimes fAghting 
bitterly among themselves, 11 
thelr eagerness to catch a or'ef 
glimpse of the man who had 
ruled them. 

CRUEL AND RUTHLESS 

That was the astounding 
power of the man called Lenin. 
Cruel, ruthless, revolutionary— 
he wos all of those. But his 
-people worshipped him! 

In his short Ife of only 64 
veaors, Lenin — born: Visdimir 
llyich, UNanov in 1870 — had 
done little to deserve this 
mighty adulation. ‘ 

might from his earliest years 
his declared policy was to bend 
people to his will through sheer 
terror. 3 

It was an aim that seemed’ 
to run In the family. In 1887. 
‘is elder brother was executed 
for trylng to kill Tsar Alexan- 
der III. x * 

Significantly, it was after 
that date that Lentn’s real 
struggle for political power 
began. His fanatleal pellets and 
revolutionary Ideas quickly ran 


He was <xpelled from the 
University of . Kazan for un~ 
sound ‘political’ views, In 1698 
he was sent to Siberia for lead- 
ing a small-scale revolution. 
Exiled and discredited, he stl 
fought an. :

Lrnin led the Bolshies and 
hullfed them cesSelessly and 
remorseiessly. “Give me an 
organisation of true revolution= 
nries," he would say, “and 1 
«will turn Russian upside-down.” 


RULED BY FEAR 
He agilated among the pea- 
terrorist raids 
nnd warred incessantly against 
everything that significd “law 
tnd order.” 

It wos not an easy life. He 
mede enemies within and wlth- 
cut hls Bolshevik group of 
anarchists, Even then he ruled 
by fear. : 

When the party fell on hard 
times he organised armed raids 
on banks -and post offices to 
swell the funds. In that dubl- 
ous way the Bolsheviks grew 
and spread. 

At the outbreak of World 
War I they. were a dangerous 
power. By 1917 
ready for their groatest coup-— 
the overthrow, and ultimale 
murder of the Royal damily, It 
was: a dramatic, ‘though gory, 
svecess. 

Lenin had arrived. In Novem- 
ter, 1917, he took up residence 
in tho Kremlin—the ancient 
citadel of nutocracy. 

REFUSED TO HELP 

From-that time no one dared 
{fo defy him. ‘Thoso who did 
disappeared. A short, sturdy 
man with keen, . bright, decp- 
set eyes, he did mot look the 
part of a dictator. 

His. baggy brown suits never 
fitted him, his tle was always 
crooked, nig general appearance 
nondescript,
